Mr. William P. Windham, 
life-long resident of Elba and 
this section of Coffee, died at 
his home on the Troy high- 
way Monday afternoon, tol- 
lowing a long illness.

FBI’s Laboratories Employ 
The Latest Devices for 
Crime Detection. 


WASHINGTON, 
hit-and-run drivers often hangs 
a thread—literally, 

Preserved glass fragments, 
scalings, pieces of broken 
lumps of soil, hairs or threads may 
be the link needed to prove that a 
driver is guilty, the FBI says. 

Such items may be picked up 4! 
the scene of an accident or found 
clinging to a fender, door hinge or 
other part of a suspect's automo- 
bile. 

The FBI's well-equipped labora 
tories are available without charge 
to all the country's law enforcement 
agencies for chemical analysis of 
likely clues 

The FBI cited the following cases 
to illustrate the importance of even 
the smallest piece of evidence, 

A man was struck down while 
walking at night along the shoulder 
of a road outside a large eastern 
city. In examining a suspect's car, 
officers found a thread stuck to the 
right front fender, 

The Thread Matched, 


The FBI laboratory found 
thread to be of the same type 
one removed from the victim's coat. 
Both had the same number of 
strands and were colored with the 
same kind of dye. 

Because the courtroom testimony 
by both sides conflicted, the testi- 
mony of the FBI technician assumed 
unusual importance, The driver was 
found guilty and received a six- 
month jail sentence and a fine of 
$500, 

Large particles of soil collected at 
the scene of the accident helped 
locate a man who struck and killed 
a young girl on a rural highway in 
a western state. The collision dis- 
lodged the dirt accumulated under 
the fenders of his car. The owner 
of a damaged vehicle in a nearby 
town denied any knowledge of the 
accident, 

Nevertheless, specimens of soil 
taken from the car were found by 
FBI experts to contain the same 
minerals as the particles gathered 
up near the girl, The man pleaded 
guilty when confronted with this 
evidence.

Another interesting case arose 
when a 11-year-old boy on a bicycle 
was struck by a car speeding 
through a small southern town, Po- 
lice located a damaged car having 
brown and red markings on the 
front fender, apparently from 
paint on the bicycle. 

The paint was carefully scraped 
off and sent to the FBI, which found 
that such was indeed the case. 


Microscopic study revealed the“ 


paint in both specimens to be of 
two layers, one bright red and one 
brown. The driver wes convicted 
and sentenced to 18 months at hard 
labor, 

Glass fragments from headlights 
are invaluable in tracking down hit- 
and-run vehicles the FBI said. Al- 
though a new lens may have been 
installed, tiny particles remaining 
under the rim may provide the nec- 
essary evidence. 

The FBI recommended that artl- 
cles to be analyzed be wrapped in 
clean white paper and shipped in 
pill boxes sealed with Scotch tape 
and carrying correct identification 
data on the outside.

Now we look at our second beau- 
tiful word. How, sweet it sounds as 
we repeat it— 

II, Freedom (vv, 31-36). 

Free! Four letters, but what a 
depth of meaning! Chains have 
fallen off, prison doors are open. 
The one who was bound is free, But 
here we are concerned with an even 
more important liberty, the free- 
dom of the soul. Many there are 
who boast of their independence, 
but who are merely slaves, Jesus 
said: ‘Whosoever committeth sin is 
the servant of sin’ (vy. 34) not its 
master. 

How shall they be freed? Note 
three things in these verses. (1) A 
condition—'If ye continue in my 
word.’ This means not only a pro- 
fession of faith, but a daily appro- 
priation and realization of his truth 
in life. (2) A promise—‘‘Ye shall 
know the truth.'’ The philosophies 
of men profess to be a seeking after 
truth, but how few there are who 
look to the one place where it can 
be found—in Jesus Christ. (3) A 
result—"'The truth shall make you 
free.’ Truth always sets free. 

Men are enslaved because, as in 
some foreign lands, they have not 
had the opportunity to learn the 
truth (we have failed to send it), or 
because they have rejected it. 

Freedom and light can lead only

IIL Vision (John 9:1-5). 

This is one of the most instructive 
passages in Scripture. A man born 
blind is seen by Jesus. His disciples 
note his interest and begin to theor- 
ize on a theological question. They 
had learned so little of the com- 
passionate spirit of Jesus that they 
saw in this blighted life only an il- 
lustration of a theological problem. 
May God help us that we may never 
be so blind. 

Jesus goes at once to his blessed 
work. He was in the world to do 
the works of God. He and the Father 
always work. Let us follow his 
blessed example, The King's busi- 
ness requires haste. Let us work 
“while it is day, the night cometh 
when no man can work,” 

By a loving and gracious act, 
Jesus stirs in the heart of the man 
that faith which causes him to go, 
to wash, and, glory to God, he 
sees! 

Such a personal experience of the 
divine power of the Son of God 
leaves no doubt in the man's mind 
that the One who caused him to 
see “is a prophet."’
